There are 2 WAI squares on the south island F51 & F52.The maidenhead locator is 
1044. Joe intends operating on HF (Mainly 7.068 Mhz) and also on VHF/UHF (2m, 
4m, 6m & 70cm) using inverted V's for HF, yagis for 2m & 70cm, Vertical for 4m and 
possibly a vertical for 6 meters.

DX News 


The Ducie Island DXpedition was a major success. The first ever DXpedition to the 
newest DXCC entity ended on March the 26th. The VP6DI team was on the air for 
just over nine days and loged over 39,000 contacts. VP6DI HF QSLs go via VE3HO, 
and 6-meter QSLs go to JAIBK. 


ARRL will now accept SSB contacts with P5/4L4EN in the Democratic Peoples 
Republic of Korea for DXCC credit. The operator Ed Giorgadze of the Republic of 
Georgia has been active from the capital city of Pyongyang since last November. 
Valid contacts from the beginning his P5 operation last autumn may be submitted for 
credit, effective immediately. 


The Islands of Ukraine on the Air Award Program Expedition will take place from 
May the Ist through August 31st. The call sign to be use is E-M-11-E. The expedition 
will cover the Dniper River islands, the islands of the Black Sea and the Azov Sea.
